IN MAGNIFICENT PALACE 
| OF THE ANCIENT KINGS 


HE royal palace of Madrid is is 
T doubly interesting just now, both 

as the place from which King 
‘Alfonso goés ao meet his bride, and as 
the future home of the royal couple. The 
suite of apartments designed for the fu- 
ture queen haye been most lavishly pre- 
pared with the richest art treasures from 
the galleries of Spain. But aside from 
this, the palace itself is one of the 
largest and most sumptuous of Europe. 
It is built on the former site of the Al- 
cazar of the ancient kings, from plans 
by the Italian artist, Giovanni Bettirta 
Sacchettl. . : 

The first stone was laid in 1738, and 
twenty-six years afterwards, Charles III 
took possession of the edifice and began 
the decoration of the interfor. The expen- 
diture amounted to 30,000,000 reals. Im- 
mense substructures give the palace a 
dominating, position on the Mauzanares 
river, and jend it the appearance not on-y 
of a palace, but of a great citadel com- 
manding the city. It covers an expanse 
of 22,800 square meters; 450 feet on each 
side and 160 feet high. The massive 
Structure is of granite throughout, ex- 
cept the lrames of the doors and win- 
dows which are of marble.

ITZGERALD, GA., May 27.—(Spe-

So of the following excerpts from 
the address of Dr, Borzilleri on “The 
Italian aS a Factor in the Future De- 
velopment of American Agriculture," be 
fore the southern industrial parliament 
in Washington are sure to prove pro- 
fitably interesting to all southerners: 

“To substantiate my observations, let 
me rehearse the history of th ItaHans 
who ave settled on farms in western 
New York, or, to be more specific, those 


who have purchased, and are cultivating 
lands near Fredonia Chautauqua county, 
New York: , 

“Ten years ago two Italians, employed 
as laborers in the construction of a trol- 
ley road running from Fredonia to the 
neighboring city of Dunkirk, became: tin- 
terested in the cultivation of the grape, 
which is general all through that section 
of the state. They made up their minds 
to settle there and engage: in that pur- 


suit, which peculiarly appealed to them 
inasmuch as their forefathers had fol- 
lowed it for generations, and owing to 


the ¢act that they themselves had worked 
at it befpre coming to this country. 
Their preliminary efforts receiyed but Ht- 
tle encouragement from the people living 
thereabouts, who, being unfamiliar with 
the Italian character, regarded the for- 
eigners undesirable as prospective neigh- 
bors, and even refused to rept them 
houses to live in. | 
How They Made Homes. 

“Undismayed by this. treatment, 
Italians built. temporary = shacks 
homes, and in these crude 
made wine from grapes 
bought from. nelghboring .vineyardists, 

he revenue derived from. this pursutft 
enabled them, in the course of time, to, 
acquire small vineyards of their own. 
On these they built permanent homes, 
continuing in the. manufacture of wine 
which they sold at enormous profit to 
their fellow countrymen in. the cities. 
Reports of their success reached the 
Italian residents of Buffalo; and, one 
after another, Italian families left thetr 
unhealthy tenement quarters 
in the Italian colony of that city, for the 
sun@ght, fresh air, healthfulness and 
greater prosperity of the grape belt, as 
that vine-growing region of western New 
York is styled. There are today four 
hundred Italian families living in and 
aboyt Fredonia. These average five per- 
sons ‘o a family, making the aggregace 
number of Italians in that section about 
two thousand. Of the four hundred fam- 
ilies of whom TI have spoken, 75 per cent 
own their farms. All told, these Italians 
hold title to 1,758 acres of land, which 
is mostly devoted to the cultivation of 
the vine. 

‘When the Italians first. settled near 
Fredonia land there was selling from $35 
tg $50 an acre, but so greatly has their 
industry enhanced values, it is impossi- 
ble at the present time to buy land in 
that vicinity for less than $150 an acre, 
the prevailing price being $200 an acre. 

“Every one of these Italian farmers is 
a wine producer, using for that purpose 
not only the grapes he raises himself, but 
in addition, great quantities produced by 
neighboring farmers of other nationali- 
ties, 

“after a vineyard is planted three years 
must elapse before it becomes product- 
ive: after that each acre produces annu- 
aliv three tons of grapes, which bring, if 
sold in baskets, from $20 to $30 a ton. 
If. instead, this fruit is converted into 
wite, as It frequently is when the mar- 
ket price of grapes prevents the selling 
of frult at a profit, the yleld from each 
ton is three barrels. This wine, if sold 
immediately after it is made, brings $12 
a barrel. The cost of production runs 
from $8 to $!10 per acre, leaving the tlIal- 
lan farmer and wine maker a profit aver- 
eging $75 per acre. 

“The Italian practices this extra indus- 
try and economy because conditions .n 
the Old Country made it imperative that 
he should. The American farmer 1s no* 
8 industrious nor economical, because 
he has never had to be. 

“It should be understood that these 
Italian farmers are devoted entirely to 
the production of grapes. also 
faise berries, garden produce, etc., and 
the presence of so many Italian farmers 
In that country has created opportunity 
for men of the same nationality to make 
Money !n other occupations. Fredonia 
has its Italian grocers. butchers, etc. 
There are also jin that village two Tacto- 
Mes devoted to the manufacture of vari- 
Ous kinds of Italian cheese, and two es- 
tablishments in which macaroni ts made. 
Fredonia also has seven ItaHan wine cel- 
lars. To show you how the Italians. liv- 
Ing in and ne ir that village are prosper- 
ing, I might cite the fact that they have 
Tecently built a church of their own at

448,000,000 acres. Of this amount only 
one acre out of every seventfen was given 
to cotton in 1905: The increase in the 
amount of cotton grown in this country 
aoes not depend so much on increased 
acreage as on. seed selection, fertiliza- 
tion and cultivation. What the result 
would be if all available lands were put 
in cotton and cultivated after the best 
methods is a conjecture hard to figure; 
but the only thing necessary is sufficient 
labor. and remunerative prices—nature, 
will do the rest.

PRICE OF FEED 
HAS. INCREASED 


Atlanta Liverymen Have Re- 
cently Raised Their 
Prices, — 


The high price of grains and all kinds 


of horse feed have been the occasion of 
much interest in Atlanta these past few 


weeks. A short time ago, practically all 
of the Atlanta liverymen raised the price 
of board for the feeding and caring of 
horses in this city from $15 to $18 and 
$20 per month. 

Several of the prominent Atlanta liv- 
ery stable men were seen in regard to 
this raise. in the price for board and 
stated that the move was a compulsory 
one and had been absolutely forced upon 
them because of the recent increases in 
the price. of grains and feed. They 
pointed to the listed prices for the proof 
of their statements, which showed that 
some of the grains used had increased 
twenty-five and in some cases forty and 
fifty per cent. : 

These livery men also stated that for 
some time they had carried on the old 
schedule of prices in the hope that the 
prices of grains would drop. Jn thie 
hope. they were disappointed and they 
were forced to increase the board of 
horses for self protection. They also 
Stated that almost all of those who had 
boarded horses had@ been quick to é6ee 
the necessity of this increase and that 
there had been practically little or no 
objection made. 

Among those who have been placed #t 
a disadvantage ®y this increase for the 
boarding of horses have been some 
twenty-five members of the Atlanta poat 
office who have to use horses and Wag- 
ons in the distribution and collection of 
mail from the city mail boxes. These 
federal employees have a very large ter- 
ritory to cover and are of course coOm- 
pelled to use horses and wagons for 
maintaining the schedules and attending 
to the prompt and swift service of hand- 
ling the mail consigned to their charge,

SWEET CURDLING OF MILK—BIT- 
TER WEED. 

S. ©. Leigh,, Grantville, Ga.—My wife 
has two very fine cows, from which she 
gets about eight gallons of rich milk per 
day. Recently she has had trouble with 
the milk. The cream rises and the milk 
turns and seems to be all] right until we 
begin to churn it, and then the troubdle 
begins. The milk seems to separate, part 
of it turning to whey. on which the 
cream still floats—very Httle of it mak- 
ing butter, and the balance settles to the 
bottom, forming a thick, spongy sub- 
stance of the consistency of flour dough, 
and if kneaded becomes corky in feeling, 
and will rebound in your hand. The 
milk. after churning, has still the tass» 
of sweet milk, but the cream has a Dit- 
ter taste.
